marvelous exhibit, you wake up to the 
fact that Canada is a country of tre- 
mendous resources, remarkable devel- 
opment, and wears seven-league boots 
in taking forward strides; that her 
great northwestern provinces are un- 
dergoing transition. Farms are spring- 
ing out of the ranges; great herds giv- 
ing way before the inevitable march 
of the settlers; virgin soil being turn- 
ed on a thousand plains; railroads 
piercing the hitherto unoccupied lands | 
to the northward; manufactures in- 
creasing; more and larger elevators | 
rearing their structures for the hous: | 
ing of her grains.
